m ents in behalf of beet 
su gar had 
been tu rned ou t by the government 
printing office, made pu blic docu ments 
by order of congress and had ridden 
on the franks of senators and repre­ 
sentatives to the ends of the cou ntry, 
postage free. 
"Su gar at a Glance,” prepared by 
him, he said, had attained a circu la­ 
tion of 320,000 copies u nder the frank 
of Senator Ix idge. 
"Report of the 
finance com mittee,” by the same sen­ 
ator, had beaten the pamphlet by 80,- 
000 copies. 
The franks of Senator 
Smoot, former Senators 
Cu rtis and 
Dick, 
and 
the late 
Representative 
Malby, former Representative Pickett 
and 
Representative 
Martin 
swelled 
the total to more than 1,500,000. 


Saved Money on Postage. 
The printing of some of this nu m­ 
ber was paid for by the beet su gar 
people, the witness said, bu t the free 
postage saved them abou t $ 28,000. 
Mr. Palmer developed that "Su gar 
at a Second Glance,” which ho inti­ 
mated was inspired by the Federal 
Su gar Refining company and which 
was an argu ment in behalf of 
f r e e 
su gar, also was printed as a pu blic 
docu ment 
and circu lated 
u nder the 
franking privileges 
Mu ch time was spent by the com­ 
m ittee in trying to find ou t all the de­ 
tails 
of how "Su gar 
at a 
Glance” 
cam e to be printed as a pu blic docu ­ 
ment. 
Althou gh 
Mr. 
Palmer 
was 
grilled for three hou rs on practically 
nothing else when he left the stand 
committeemen said they were abou t 
as mu ch in the dark as they were 
when the pamphlet was first men­ 
tioned.

Charleston, W. Va., Ju ne 13.—Gov­ 
ernor Hatfield of West Virginia de­ 
clined to su bmit to the senate mine 
strike com mittee the records of the 
trials before the military committee 
which took charge of the strike rid­ 
den district of the state du ring the 
trou ble this spring. 
In a letter to the committee the 
governor said that the findings of the 
committee in these cases had never 
been approved, the men had been re­ 
leased and he desired to keep the rec­ 
ords for u se iu seeking indictments In 
.he civil cou rts. 
To make them pu b­ 
lic at this time, he said, wou ld be 
"preju dicial to the pu blic peace.” 
Among

little 
m iners’ cabins 
tu cked away in the nooks and cran­ 
nies of the West Virginia mou ntains 
the senate su bcommittee sou ght the 
tru th abou t the strike which has dis­ 
ru pted the state for more than a year. 
A special train carrying the senators 
visited the mining camps in Paint 
creek and Cabin creek. 
Grou ps of mou ntain men and wom­ 
en 
with their children abou t them 
were startled and a little awed by 
the su dden appearance of the five 
stern faced senators, lawyers, mine 
operators, stenographers 
and news­ 
paper men at the doors of their little 
homes.

Althou gh It is only one year ago since 
the Repu blicans were in a death grap­ 
ple at the national convention <md 
three years before another convention 
v.'lll be held, the talk abou t Repu blican 
presidential candidates Is heard nmong 
men who talk politics. 
W e see reports 
of men going abou t with lightning rods 
u p. and their prospects are discu ssed 
with the idea that they are ou t for 
the nomination. 
The men who are seeking to reorgan­ 
ize the party are pointed ou t as possi­ 
bilities—tha t is, If they come within 
the range of that term. 
Among those 
mentioned are Cu mmins of Iowa, La 
Fellette of Wisconsin, Hadley of Mis­ 
sou ri and Borah of Idaho. 
Each is 
said to be ready nnd w aiting. 
Not Agitating Borah. 
Probably the least concerned of the 
men named is the Idaho senator. Bornh 
does not have a lightning rod u p for 
the simple reason that he can't see how 
lightning wou ld come his way. 
He 
knows he is too far west, from too 
small a state, and. besides, he has not 
made enou gh friends throu ghou t the 
cou ntry to entitle him to feel that he 
is iu the ru nning. 
Borah was anti 
T aft at Chicago. 
lie was for Roose­ 
velt. hu t he was not for him to the ex ­ 
tent that he wou ld leave the Repu blic­ 
ans and Join the new party. 
In this 
particu lar the same is tru e of Governor 
Hadley. 
Others Not For Roosevelt. 
Neither Cu mmins nor La Follette 
was for Roosevelt a year ago, al­ 
thou gh they were opposed to Taft. 
Both were candidates then, and it may 
be assu med that both will bo candi 
dates before the nex t convention. 
It 
will be Cu mmins' last chance. 
He 
will be six ty-six years old in 101U. and 
conventions do not often 
nominate 
men older than that. 
La Follette will 
be six ty-one when the nex t convention 
assembles. 
The Way It Happens. 
It may be the irony of fate, bu t it is 
a fact that some of those who have 
given Theodore Roosevelt the most 
trou ble are those whom he befriended 
or appointed to office. 
Those retained 
by President Taft, althou gh appointed 
by Roosevelt, nearly ail tu rned against 
the colonel. 
Those whom T aft ou sted 
became stanch Roosevelt su pporters. 
The latest trou ble which brou ght the 
colonel prominently before the cou n­ 
try was cau sed In the first Instance by 
a man whom Roosevelt had appointed 
to office. 
Down With the Lobbyists. 
There were people who thou ght it a 
Joke when Senator Kenyon of Iowa 
introdu ced a bill to have lobbyist* la­ 
beled and tagged. 
Bu t when the pres 
ldent branded the lobbyist* the Ken­ 
yon proposition looked mighty g<x *l to 
a nu m ber of people who like the lime­ 
light; hence the anti-lobbying proposi­ 
tion is being pu shed right lively. 
Mu st Dsmagogu s Occasionally. 
A 
regu lar 
stand 
pat 
Repu blican 
showed n friend a hill he proposed to 
introdu ce. 
It was progressive in Its 
tendencies far enou gh In ndvance to 
su it Vic Mu rdock or Senator Norris. 
“This doesn’t sou nd in the least like 
you .” remarked the friend. 
"Oh. well.” was the reply. "1 mu st 
demagogu e ou ee in awhile.” 
Mu st Find Anothsr Way. 
Investigations into mail conditions 
have shown that one cent postage can­ 
not he established by dou bling second 
class rates. Nor cau dou ble the amou u t 
of revenu e now received from second 
class ru tes be secu red by dou bling the 
rates. 
The advocates of one cent post­ 
age are determined to pu t throu gh 
their plan and nt the same time in­ 
crease second clu ss rates If they can 
get congress to move in the matter. 
A Labor Proposition. 
Congressman Au stin bu s introdu ced 
t bill which ou ght to offer attractions 
lo labor lenders. It provides for a com­ 
mission of twelve labor men. to he se­ 
lected equ ally from the Repu blican. 
Democratic. Progressive and Socialist 
parties, to travel abroad and stu dy la­ 
bor conditions; salary $ 2,500 each and 
ex penses. 
It Is dou btfu l if congress 
will see its way clear to provide a 
good thing like this, even If the labor 
meu shou ld u rge it. 
Not Convincing. 
The appeals of the meu Interested In 
tariff du ties for retention of the pres 
ent rates or protesting against any 
su ch cu t as made in the Underwood 
hill were not convincing to members of 
i fhe hou se, and it seems that the Demo 
era tic senators have not been impress­ 
ed with the claims. 
The prosj» ectH for 
bu mper crops au d consequ ent good 
times have had a tendency to discou nt 
talk of calamities following the new 
tariff. 
Perhaps it may he as Under­ 
wood has claimed. 
He maintains that

Professor Edward T. Reichert of the 
Univ ersity of Pennsylv ania, who for 
sev eral years has been trying to dis­ 
cov er a method of producing life ar­ 
tificially, hns completed his first report 
on the underlying methods of the for­ 
mation of protoplasm. 
These experiments hav e led him to 
believ e that he has discov ered a logical 
basis for the reclassification of ani­ 
mals according to the forms of cell life. 
By a study of the different blood cells 
Professor Reichert has found that it 
Is impossible to mistak e the blood crys­ 
tals of one animal from those of anoth­ 
er, just as it would be impossible to 
mistak e the animals themselv es. 
Dr, Reichert b« *st doserilies his dis­ 
cov ery by enumerating some of the an­ 
imals that he has reclassified. In the 
old method of classification the bear 
wus placed in the same family as the 
dog, the wolf and the fox. By the new 
method of comparing the blood crystals 
of these animals Professor Reichert 
says he has found that the bear is 
closely related to the sea lion and the 
seal and is not related to the dog, the 
wolf or the fox. 
In the bird world exactly the same 
thing hns been shown. 
Hitherto the 
guinea fowl has been classed as be­ 
longing to the same family as the do­ 
mestic fowl. 
Dr. Reichert, howev er, 
has prov ed to his satisfaction 
that the 
guinea fowl Is related to the ostrich.

Professor Edward T. Reichert of the ! 
University of Pennsylvania, who for 
several years has been trying to dis­ 
cover a method of producing life ar­ 
tificially, has completed bls first report 
on tho underlying methods of the for­ 
mation of protoplasm. 
These experiments have led him to 
believe that tie has discovered a logical 
basis for the reclassification of ani­ 
mals according to the forms of cell life. 
By a study of the different blood cells 
Professor Reichert has found that It ! 
is Impossible to mistake the blood crys- i 
tals of one animal from those of anoth- 1 
er, just as it would be Impossible to 
mistake the animals themselves. 
Dr. Reichert best descriltes Ills dis­ 
covery by enumerating some of the an- s 
(mala that bo has reclassified. In the 
old mothod of classification the bear j 
wus placed In the same family as the , 
dog, the wolf and the fox. By the new | 
method of comparing the blood crystals 
of these animals Professor Reichert 
says he has found that the bear is 
closely related to the sea lion and the : 
seal and is not related to the dog, tho 
wolf or the fox. 
In the bird world exactly the same 
thing has been shown. 
Hitherto the 
guinea fowd has tieen classed as be­ 
longing to the same family os the do- j 
mestlc fowl. 
Dr. Reichert, however, 
has proved to his satisfaction that the 
guinea fowl is related to the ostrich.
